Town Mourns Passing Of School Superintendent 
On Last Day Before Retirement 


On his lasit day as superinten- 
dent of schools, Henry C. Sanborn 
passed away Tuesday afternoon— 
still, as he probably had wished it, 
in harness, but without having 


| been able to secure and enjoy the 


the | 


years of happy retirement which 
he had earned in his 22 years of 
service to Andover’s children. His 
last few years as superintendent, 
however, were a source of real 
satisfaction to him, for most of his 
dreams for the Andover school sys- 
tem had jbeen fulfilled, dreams 
which he, more than any other 
single person, had had a large part 
in fulfilling, 

What would have been his first 
day of retirement saw the flags of 
Andover drop to half-mast, the 1600 
students of the public schools stand 
in reverent silence after memorial 
services, preparations hurriedly 
made to make a forthcoming art 
exhibit a tribute to the man who 
was most interested in it. 


When Henry Sanborn came to 
Andover as its new superintendent 
in 1916, the schools of Andover 
were a widely scattered group, 
many of them with only one or two 
cooms housing six to eight grades. 
In September of this year Mr. San- 
born saw the North school closed 

the last school in town where a 
teacher had to teach more than two 
grades. With that advance in edu- 
cation came another: the junior 


high school system which he in- 


troduced in the early twenties here 
and which he developed to its 
present state, now housed in a 
beautiful building which with the 
auditorium and gymnasium was 
Mr. Sanborn’s! greatest dream of 
all as far as the physical aspect of 
the schools was concerned. 


He was extremely interested in 
and loyal to his teachers, loyal be- 
cause in selecting them he insisted 
on standards that insured getting 
teachers worth being loyal to. But 
his primary interest was in the 
students—some of them can re- 
member help which he gave them 
personally; all of them, directly 
or indirectly, benefitted because of 
what he wanted tthe Andover 
schools to be. 


His early life paved the way for 
the philosophy of his later life. 
Born in Webster, N. H., in 1872 he 
spent his first sixteen years on a 
farm, attending one-room school 
houses, an experience which gave 
him ample authority later in 
to feel that they were not the best 
for ‘the children. He graduated 
from Reading high in 1891, and 
then went on to Dartmouth where 
he worked his way through—a pro- 
cedure which he usually advised 
against unless absolutely neces- 
gary because “it takes a lot of time
